FALL SEEMS OLD AND WEAK 


’ Sinclair, All Nerves, Follows Each 
Move Closely——First Testimony 
Expected Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—For a 
second time in less than a year Al- 
bert Bacon. Fall of Three Rivers, 
N. M., former Senator and former 
Secretary of the Interior, faced to- 
day the bar of justice in the criminal 
branch of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia. With him as 
codefendant stood Harry F. Sinclair, 
the New York oil man. It was Sin- 
clair’s first appearance in the crim- 
inal proceedings growing out of the 
naval oil reserve lease cases. 

Mr. Fall was not the alert, quick- 
stepping Senator and Secretary that 
Washington had known so well. To- 
day he was a very old man in ap- 
pearance. He was thin; his gray 
hair, so luxuriant in the old days, 
appeared not so abundant; his step 
was slow and there was a touch of 
sadness in his face. 

On the other hand, Sinclair, nearly 
a score of years Fall’s junior, seemed 
all nerves. He watched every move 
of counsel and was continually con- 
ferring with them as the hours 
passed in a futile effort to get a 
jury before the afternoon adjourn- 
ment. 

Fall wore a gray suit;:a narrow 
black string necktie and the old 
style broad-brimmed black soft hat 
that is the style in the ranch lands 
of New Mexico. With him was his 
wife and his daughter, Mrs. C. C. 
Chase. In contrast to Fall, Sinclair 
was a fashion plate in blue. With 
him was his 80-year-old mother, 
Mrs. Phoebe Sinclair, and his wife. 
There could be no question but that 
the gravity of the crisis in the lives 
of the two men was appreciated to 
the fullest degree by those nearest 
to them. The faces of the women 
told the story. 

Indictment Two Years Old. 


Exactly one week following the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, which 
declared that the lease of the Teapot 
Dome by Fall to Sinclair was the 
culmination of a conspiracy to. de- 
fraud the United States, the Govern- 
ment called Fall and Sinclair to the 
bar on the indictment returned two 
years ago, which charged criminal 
conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment in the matter of the lease of 
the famous Wyoming naval oil re- 
serve. ‘ ‘ 

Both had pleaded not guilty when 
arraigned months ago. It was a few 
minutes past 10 o’clock when Asso- 
ciate Justice Frederick L. Siddons 
entered the courtroom. 

The defendants and their corps of 
attorneys and the Government coun- 
sel were in their seats. One hundred 
and five men and women, summoned 
for jury duty,” crowded the room. 
Two benches in the public section of 
the room had been reserved for the 
relatives of the accused, Besides 
those already named, Mrs. Katherine 
Elkins Hitt was the only other per- 
son in the reserved section. : 

Seated among the prospective 
jurors was former Governor Nathan 
L. Miller and George Gordon Battle 
of New York, present as the legal 
representatives of Harry M. Black- 
mer, the former Chairman of the 
Board of the Midwest Refining Com- 
pany, who along with James E. 
O’Neil, former President ‘of the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, left 
the country following the disclosure 
.to the Government counsel of some 
of the facts attending the now 
famous and still mysterious oil trans- 
action of the .Continental Trading 
Company, Ltd., of Canada, as a re- 
sult of which deal the Government 
charges $230,500 found its way into 
the possession of Fall. ' 


Miller Explanation Halted. 


Mr. Miller sought to get a state- 
ment before the Court in behalf of 
Blackmer in explanation of Black- 
mer’s refusal to respond to the 
subpoena served on him by American 
consular agents in France. Promptly 
the Government objected and the 
Court sustained the objection. 

Owen J. Roberts of counsel for the 
Government had called Blackmer’s 
name for the purpose of getting the 
fact of his non-appearance in the 
record. This, it is understood, is the 


first move of a court action that will’ 


develop in the next few weeks, the 
purpose of which will be to confiscate 
property belonging to Blackmer in 
this country to a maximum amount 
of $100,000, this being the 'penalt 
provided in the Walsh law whic 
gives American courts the authority 
to ge a ae Americans in forei 
lands through the consular agencies 
of the State Department. 

Blackmer has been subpoenaed and 
mow faces the test of the law, the 
first since its passage. O’Neil has 
not been served with a subpoena, and 
unless the process servers find him 
in the near future he will be immune 
from prosecution.

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BERLIN, Oct. 17.—Dr. Rudolf

The Red Cross will attempt to 
obtain international legislation 
preventing the use of gas beyond 
the fighting area, failing in which 
it will devote its attention ‘to in- 
structing civilians how to escape 
the dangers of gas and to obtain- 
ing protecting equipment. 

The action is believed to arise 
fromthe enormous preparations 
for gas warfare said to be pro- 
gressing in Soviet Russia. 











TEACHERS PAY SCALE 
APPROVED BY BOARD 


Schedules for $14,000,000 Rise 
Are Completed. After Six 
Months. of -Study. 





LIST OF THE INCREASES 


As They Go to Walker They 
Conform Closely to Those 
His Plan Proposed. 


George J. Ryan, President of the 
Board of Education, turned over to 
Mayor Walker yesterday the in- 
creased salary schedules for teachers 
adopted by the board after more 
than six months of investigation. 
Copies of the schedules were given 
out for publication last night at the 
Board of Education by Secretary Jo- 
seph Miller Jr. 

The new rates form a typewritten 
document of more than ninety: pages, 
with seven additional pages of ex- 
planatory matter. As Mr. Ryan said 
last week, the schedules conform 
more than 90 per cent. to the rates 
proposed last Winter by the Mayor’s 
Committee on Teachérs’ Salaries. 


City Gets $14,000,000 Aid. 


By virtue of the Dick-Rice . bill 
passed by the Legislature last Win- 
ter, the city obtains $14,000,000 addi- 
tional State funds for school pur- 
poses to defray the costs of putting 
the new schedules:into efféct, begin- 
ning Jan. 1 1928. 

Recently the Board of Education 
requested the Board of Estimate to 
appropriate this $14,000,000 for sal- 
ary increases, but the Board of Esti- 
mate refused to do so until it had 
received from the Board of Educa- 
tion the proposed schedules. It is 
understood that the Board of Esti- 
mate will now turn over the $14,000,- 
000 to the Board of Education. 

In the explanatory remarks accom- 
panying the schedules the Board of 
Education disposes of the single sal- 
ary proposal by saying: 

*‘While it is recognized that strong 
academic arguments may be ad- 
vanced for the theory of the single 
salary schedule, the Board of Educa- 


tion does not believe that theory 
without modification would be prac- 
tical in its application to the condi- 
tions that confront us in the admin- 
istration of the school system.”’ 

The boaru also explains in detail 
the reasons for its modifications of 
the schedules ‘proposed by the May- 
or’s committee, pointing out that 
while it does not ‘‘overlook or disre- 
gard the eminent expert advice’’ ob- 
tained by both the Mayor’s and Cit- 
izen’s Committees, it feels that ‘‘the 
Board of Education and the Board 
of Superintendents have had special 
opportunity to become acquainted 
with the conditions in our schools 
and with the practical needs of our 
school system.’’ 


Burden of Extra Study. 


In regard to financial recognition 
of academic degrees the board says 
that ‘‘teaching is a form of work 
which involves a nervous strain, and 
excessive and intensive study would 
so add to the burden”’ of teachers 
that the number suffering from ner- 


vous ailments would be largely in- 
creased. . 

The statement continues: 

“These teachers, as a rule, are 
now working with a full measure of 
energy, and to impose upon them the 
requirments of a baccalaureate de-

Dr. Butler -trained his attack espe- 
cially upon the coming Presidential 
campaign, charging that candidates 
were trying to ‘‘creep up” to the 
Presidency: under: cover of ‘“‘glitter- 
ing generalities and personal friend- 
ships,’”’ and demanding -that they 
come out into the opeh and discuss 
the real issues of the day, such ‘as 
prohibition, farm © relief, 
tional’ cooperation for. world peace 
and others. He virtually accused the 
whole field of Republican candidates 
of cowardice and pusillanimity. 

Particularly emphasizing the prob- 
lem of world peace, Dr. Butler 
charged that unthinking partisan- 
ship and ‘stupidity were obstructing 
the real desire of the American peo- 
ple for international .cooperation, 
and were responsible for the con- 
tinuance of an outworn race in na- 
tional armaments which threatens 
the peace of the world. A vigorous 
new political leadership, he declared, 
would rally American public opinion 
to overwhelm the forces which block 
the path to peace. 

_ Political Stir Expected. 

In view of Dr. Butler’s prominent 
position among the ‘‘intellectuals’’ 
of the Republican Party, his address 
is expected ‘to cause much comment 
in. political circles. His demand for 
a discussion of prohibition and world 
peace as the real issues of the 1928 
campaign is expected to create the 
same kind -of a furor among the 
“organization” Republicans as did 
his speech at the Riverside Repub- 
lican Club last Winter, when he pre- 
dicted that President Coolidge would 
not run in 1928, and that no Presi- 
dential . candidate: could be. elected 
who did not take a definite stand 
on the prohibition question. As the 
Republican leaders are well-known 
adyocates of a Cootveeter” policy 
on. prohibition, his insistence on 
bringing this problem out into the 
cold light of “‘reflective thinkin 
expected to produce a very 
effect in. the Republican hierarchy.

LEVINE TO BUILD PLANES 


esitiiethniaranaaiee 
Aims to Start Mail Service te 
Europe in Two Years and to Try 
East-to-West Sea Flight. 





Charles A. Levine, the world’s 
first transatlantic air passenger, re- 
turned yesterday to his home city. 
In a drizzle of rain which turned into 
a downpour he stepped from. the 
Leviathan to the Macom at Quaran- 
tine. There his wife, his daughter, 
Eloyse, and a welcoming committee, 
headed. by Grover Whalen, greeted 
the man who nearly five months ago 
inconspicuously slipped into a vacant 
seat of his airplane, the Columbia, 
and said “‘Let’s go!’’ to the pilot, Cla- 
rence Chamberlin, and touched earth 
again two mornings later on another 
continent. 

Mr. Levine was taken ashore and 
brought at'rioon to City Hall, where 
Mayor Walker made him officially 
welcome and presented a scroll to 
him which” recounted’ his achieve- 
ment. Rolling up Fifth Avenue 
again, where flags hung limp in the 
gloomy weather and watchers were 
few, “Mr.- ‘Levine and‘ his “escort 
turned west to Broadway and halted 
at the Hotel Astor, where a luncheon 
was given ‘in' his honor. Rockaway 
neighbors gave him a jubilant greet- 
ing last night. 


Chalf@nge Critics of Levine. 
But it was at the Astor luncheon, 
as if the sun suddenly burst through 


ba-veil of clouds, that Mr Lévine got 


his real welcome home. . In a frontal 
attack against ‘‘a campaign of whis- 
pered detraction,”” Mayor Walker led 
the demand that Levine’s achieve- 
ments be adequately recognized. 
Speakers threw aside all pretense 
that there had been no criticism of 
Mr. Levine, roundly. condemned ‘Fed- 
eral officials, though they “did not 
specify the Post Office or War De- 
partment, who had made trouble for 
him’ over contracts, and demanded 
for him the same recognition as he 
had won in Europe. 

Mayor Walker’s speech was ‘enthu- 
sidstically received, and the formal- 
ity which had marked the proceed- 
ings up to that: point exploded like a 
punctured balloon. The hour reached 
its climax when Representative Ham- 
ilton, Fish, a Republican, followed 
the example of the Mayor and added 
his voice to the protest.

Afte ying that he would attempt 
the east-to-west crossing by air, he 
added: 

“I have various other plans, but 
I’m not talking about them. Let 
others do the talking; I'll do the 
flying.”’

He had hated to come back by 
ship, Mr Levine said, but he _ be- 
came convinced that it was too late 
to.make the attempt with any hope 
of success, and all airmen with whom 
he talked advised against it. 

Mr. Levine said he would start at 
once to manufacture three types of 
planes, one like the Columbia, in 
which he crossed the ocean. At first 
he would not discuss the others, but 
finally disclosed that he planned to 
build the seven-motored mail-carry- 
ing plane for the _ transatlantic 
service.

1 couldn’t speak French 
and he couldn’t speak English, but 
Igave him 200 francs and that spoke 
a universal ee es He wheeled the 
plane out and I climbed in. Then he 
got worried and called a number of 
aviators over. I told them I-was just 
going to taxi down the field to warm 
the engine—but when I got away I 
gave her the gun. 

“To tell the truth, I was a little 
surprised when she left the ground. 
I had never done it before, and I 
was afraid they were going to chase 
me, so I headed for a fog bank. I 
had no hat or maps, but I set the 
course by compass for England and 
kept on. I didn’t know where I’d 
come down. 

“T got across the Channel all right, 
but couldn’t find Croyden. The 
Crystal Palace looks, from the air, 
like a big hangar for a blimp, I 
thought it was. 

“But it looked as if there were too 
many buildings around there to come 
down. So I kept on, and finally saw 
an open field. I didn’t realize then 
that it was Croydon, but I decided 
to come down anyway. My gas was 
running short. 

“Then the fun be I’d never 
landed an airplane fore and the 
first time I tried it I was going too 
fast. So I went up again in a. right 
bank turn and the engine began to 
spit. I thought my gas had run out, 
but opened another tank and found 
I had some more. The second time 
also was too fast, but the third time 
I made it. It was kind of bumpy, 
T’ll admit.” 

Mr. Levine said he might take up 
an option which he holds on a flying 
field in Richmond, Va., with the idea 
of building planes there for trans- 
atlantic work next year. 


CURTISS TO PRODUCE 
COMMERCIAL PLANES 


Company Will Be Formed With 
Other Interests, Possibly 
Headed by Robertson. 


The Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor 
Company, the parent company of 
which was formed by Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss in 1909, is going back into the 
production of commercial airplanes. 
For nearly eight years the company, 
one of the largest and most success- 
ful in the counrty, has built only 
Government planes, mostly fast pur- 
suit planes and two-seaters. 

The large production of many com- 
mercial airplane manufacturers in 
the last year, due to the renewed in- 
terest in aviation as th¢ result of 
the transatlantic flights, swerved the 
Curtiss company from its determina- 
tion not to enter the commercial 
field.

TO. GO TO'75 CENTS 


New York. Master Barbers Say 
Rise Is Needed So as to 
Elevate the Profession. 





The Greater New York Master

MORE CIVIL FLYING DEATHS. 


Mileage Per Fatality Is 769,772 for 
First Six Months of the Year. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The safe- 


ty record for civil aviation on estab- 
lished airways in the United States 
suffered a setback during the first 
six months of 1927, according to sta- 
tistics just compiled in the Bureau 
of Aeronautics of the Department of 
Commerce. 

Exclusive of flying in the military 
branches, the total mileage flown 
from January to June, inclusive, was 
3,079,088, including scheduled flights 
and those in tests and sightseeing. 
Of the four persons killed, three were 
pilots and one was a passenger. The 
number of miles flown per fatality 
to pilots was 1,0226,363; to passen- 
cart 3,079,088, and to all fatalities, 

During 1926 the number of miles 
flown per fatality on the airways 
averaged 921,776; 1925, 2,521,758; 
1924, ,309; 1923, 311,737; 1922, 
1,756,803; 1921, 212.526; 1920, 74,889; 
1919, 115,324, and 1918, 102,598.

DISCUSSES: TRADE FLYING 


American Aviation Will Be Fur- 
thered by Developing Transcontl- 
nental Lines,’ He Says.

WASHINGTON, © Oct. °17.—Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh today flew to 
Washington for another visit as a 
consequence of. his heroic transat- 
lantic ‘hop last Spring. He arrived 
from Richmond, Va., on the air tour 
of the United States he is making 
under the auspices: of the Guggen- 
heim Foundation, and will leave to- 
morrow for, Baltimore. , 
Colonél Lindbergh was a luncheon 


guest at the White House, with Wil- 
liam P. MacCracken, Assistant Secre- 
tary ‘of Commerce for Aeronautics, 
and discussed with President Cool- 
idge the progress of aviation and the 
developments to be expected in the 
United. States. Lindbergh is op- 
posed to Government regulation of 
transatlantic flights, but believes 
aviation should be developed by 
transcontinental experiments. ‘ 
Colonel Lindbergh arrived at Boll- 
ing Field just before noon. There 
he was met by Mr. MacCracken and 
was taken to the Mayflower Hotel, 
where he conferred with Harry F, 
Guggenheim. President Coolidge, 
learning of . his. arrival, . invited 
Colonel Lindbergh and Mr. Gug- 
genheim to the White House for 
luncheon. 
Colonel Lindbergh appeared to 
have lost some weight during his 
tour. He had the same winning 
smile and was more at ease than 
on the day when he returned here 
from Europe. 
“The best way to cut down the 
transoceanic tragedies is to have the 
flights properly organized,’’ he said. 
“The majority of transoceanic fliers 
start out without proper organiza- 
tion, experience and equipment. I 
think it would be foolish for the 
Federal Government to enact legis- 
lation in-an attempt to curb trans- 
oceanic flying. 
“The immediate future of aviation 
is in the development of our trans- 
continental lines instead of trans- 
oceanic lines. 
“IT see no reason why-we should 
not have service stations en route on 
transatlantic flying, but that is a 
matter for marine engineers to de- 
termine.’’ 
Judged by his attitude, Lindbergh 
is not interested in making another 
oceanic flight, but intends to devote 
himself to the upbuilding of com- 
mercial aviation in the United States. 
He has. taken his Spirit of St. Louis 
into nearly every State to demon- 
strate that commercial flying is not 
only safe but practicable. 


TRUNKS IN THREE CITIES 
YIELD $750,000 DRUGS 


Treasury Agents Seize Opiam in 
Rail Terminals Here, in Wash- 
ington und in Philadelphia. 





One of the biggest hauls-of opium 
in recent years was made yesterday 
by operatives of the Treasury De- 
partment under Special Agent Mi- 
chael J. Collins, when trunks con- 
taining drugs valued at more than 
$750,000 were seized here, in Phila- 
delphia and in Washington. In each 
case the seizures were made at rail- 
road terminals and the owners or 
consignees of the trunks were not 
found. 

Four trunks are reported to have 
been seized in the baggage room of 
the Grand Central Terminal, al- 
though officials of the New York 
Central said that they had no infor- 
mation on the reported seizure. 

Collins superintended the seizure of 
a trunk in the baggage room of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad station at 
Broad Street, Philadelphia, late last 
night. This trunk contained opium 
valued at about $100,000. Another 
trunk was taken at the Union Sta- 
tion, Washington. 

No name or marking was on the 
trunk seized at Philadelphia. Collins 
had the number of a check and when 
he presented it to the baggage 
master the trunk was turned over 
to him. 

The opium is believed to have been 
smuggled ashore from a ship and 
then distributed from a central clear- 
ing house here. Apparently the 
trunks had been ahinped to other 
cities to be called for there by rep- 
resentatives of the drug ring engi- 
neering the transaction. 

Federal Narcotic Agent Ralph 
Oyler said that the matter had been 
handled entirely by the Custom’s De- 
partment of the Treasury and his 
men had had no part in the seizure.

SAVAGE LEADS 1,450 
OF LEGION HOME 


Former Head Says Complaints 
Against Paris Hotels Were 
on Quality, Not Price. 





Howard P. Savage, 
ticnal Commander of the American 


Legion, returned yesterday on the 
Leviathan which was decorated with 
flags and brought back 1,450 Legion- 
aires and their families from the re- 
cent Paris Convention. The officers 
and men were unanimous in. their 
statements that they had enjoyed 
their visit to France and Europe. 

Mr. Savage, when asked about com- 
plaints made by returning Legion- 
aires that they had been overcharged 
by hotels in Paris, said that in his 
opinion the complaints had been 
more with regard to the quality of 
the rooms than the price. 

“The rooms in the ordinary hotels 
in France and on the Continent gen- 
erally,’’ continued the former Na- 
tional Commander, ‘‘are not usually 
equipped. with private baths. 

*“*The contracts to house the 20,000 


attend the Convention, were made 
last February and the French hotel 
men: had added 10 per cent to take 
care of what they termed ‘the me- 
chanics of the convention.’ 

‘In many cases, I know of my own 
knowledge that the hotel men in 
Paris voluntarily lowered the rate 
contracted for, because the tourist 
trade was not so heavy as had been 
anticipated.”’ 

The Legionaries, who had the run 
of the ship on the voyage, said they 
had been received by three Kings 
and two Queens and the only nat- 
ional leader in Europe who had 
failed to meet them was Premier 
Mussolini. 

Colonel D. A. John Markey of the 
American Battle Monument Commis- 
sion produced figures which showed 
that 45,000 Americans had visited 
the graves of their countrymen who 
died in France. 

There was a great deal of confusion 
at the pier, foot of Forty-sixth Street, 
as all of the 1,450 Legionaires landed 
at once and started to search for 
their baggage. The customs officials 
made a thorough search of the bag- 
gage and when the appraisers were 
called to assess the value of over- 
coats and other garments purchased 
abroad they turned back the collars 
to see the names of the makers. 

The customs examination rather 
saddened the Legionaires, as it was 
the first they had been’ subjected to 
since leaving New York. 

Seven hundred more Legionaires re- 
turned yesterday on the White Star 
liner Cedric and landed at the foot 
of West Nineteenth Street. Among 
them were twenty-six members of the 
Official National Band of the Legion, 
known as the Monahan Post Band of 
Sioux City, Iowa, which won the first 
prize in the annual contest for the 
fifth time in succession.

Shansi Retreat Is Continued. 


PEKING, Oct. 17 (®).—The success 
of the Northern troops in reoccupy- 
ing Kalgan, north of Peking, has 


restored the position of the war front 
to virtually what it was when the 
Shansi armies began hostilities. 
Moreover, the Northerners have suc- 
ceeded in gaining the initiative on 
all sectors. They have damaged the 
Shansi power of resistance badly 
and have gained, in addition, the im- 
portant railroad centre of Shihchi- 
achuang, also known as Chentow, 
whence they will be able either to 
launch an invasion of Shansi or 
easily prevent a further flank men- 
ace in case Marshal Chang Tso-lin, 
the Northern dictator, decides to oc- 
cupy the Province of Honan. 

Shang Chen, the defeated Shansi 
General on the Northern front, con- 
tinued his retreat today after aban- 
doning Kalgan, which the Shansi 
forces captured less than two weeks 
ago. The Manchurian forces made 
an unopposed entry into the city, 
whereupon the residents, who for 
ten days had been displaying the 
Nationalist banner, ran up the five- 
barred Republican 

The movements of eng Yu-siang, 
as reported in authoritative foreign 
sources, indicate that he has decided 
that the anti-Manchurian gamble 
has been lost and that he may even 
abandon Honan, which he has been 
holding. 

General Chang Tsung-chang, com- 
mander of the Shantung troops of 
the Northern alliance, has occupied 
the towns of Kweiteh and Kao- 
chengho in Eastern Honan, and ap- 
omaha is not bei opposed by 

eng Yu-siang, whose troops are pro- 
ceeding westward along the Lunghai 
Railway. concentrating at Chengchow 
and Horan-fu, further to the south- 


west. 

It is believed here that Feng in- 
tends to withdraw his foxces across 
the Province of Honan westward to 
Shensi through the Tungkwan Pass, 
whence he came out five months ago 
at the time that the Northern troops 
met with reverses in Honan. 

Despite continued reports of guer- 
rilla raiding by Shansi parties in the 
vicinity of Peking, no confirmation 
can be obtained of the presence of 
hostile troops near the Northern 
capital, and foreign military experts 
now believe that the threat to Peking 
has been ended.

Bavarian Party Threatens to 
Desert the Coalition on Eve of 
Reichstag Session. 


DEMAND MORE OF REVENUES 


Other States Also Are Dissatisfied 
With Apportionment of Funds 
by Federal Government.

BERLIN, Oct. 17.—The Coalition 
Government is facing a critical 
situation on the eve of the Reichs- 
tag’s convening in extraordinary ses- 
sion scheduled to consider only two 
issues, the first reading of the na- 
tional school ,bill:and an increase in 
the pay: of public’ officials. 

The Bavarian People’s Party, dis- 
satisfied with the present method of 
the distribution of taxes, is threaten- 
ing to withdraw its support from 
the Government unless radical 
changes are made forthwith. Though 
controlling only nineteen seats, the 
casting of its votes with the Opposi- 
tion or refraining from voting would 
cause a Cabinet crash. 

Last Spring, before adjournment of 
the Reichstag, Bavaria received an 
extra fifteen millions of tax money, 
thus keeping the revolting party 
within the Coalition traces. This 
faction holds only one portfolio in the 
Cabinet, Herr Schaetzel, Minister of 
Posts. 

Shortly. after the republic was 
formed the present taxation system 
was introduced. All revenues are 
collected by the Reich, and each 
State receives a certain amount from 
the Federal Government. The States 
are not allowed to levy or collect 
taxes. S. Parker Gilbert has severely 
criticized the system as tending to 
promote extravagance, of which 
there have been many instances, he 
asserts. 

Recently the Bavarian budget was 
made up, and shortly afterward its 
Government ordered a number of 
railroad and other State-controlled 
projects to be carried out on the 
money awarded by the Federal Gov- 
ernment but not included in the 
budget estimates. 

The States complain that they are 
unable to keep house when their 
business affairs are interfered with 
continually. 

The Centrist Deputies of Baden 
and Wuerttemburg threaten to join 
the Bavarian Populists in opposition. 
Whether, in the face of these diffi- 
culties, the Reichstag leaders will be 
able to restrain Parliament from in- 
jecting a horde of new questions into 
the present schedule is doubtful, and 
it is feared that if the power of the 
coalition is broken it will mean the 
end of the Bourgeoise bloc Govern- 
ment and probably a Reichstag 
dissolution.

LAY PETLURA MURDER 
TO JEWISH AVENGER 


Schwartzbar’s Counsel Show Line 
of Defense—State Says He 
Was Soviet Agent. 





PARIS, Oct. 17 (@.—Whether 
Samuel Schwartzbar, confessed as- 
sassin of General Simon Petlura, had 
revenge in behalf of the Jewish peo- 
ple for a motive, or whether he was 
inspired by the Soviet rulers of 
Russia willbe the principal question 
during Schwartzbar’s trial, which 
begins here tomorrow. 

Schwartzbar, a Russian watch- 
maker, left his country at the age of 


20 because of Jewish persecution. He 
found his way to Paris after he had 
some trouble with the police of 
Vienna. At the outbreak of the war 
he enlisted in the. French Foreign 
Legion with his brother. He was 
seriously wounded in battle at Ca- 
rency in the Spring of 1915 and was 
awarded a war cross and exempted 
from further service. 

Later he returned to Russia, where 
F-Veteley we bbet mmm comm ael-Mmeliatbel- Mey Man As (Mme (-o 
fense, he became incensed at the 
persecution and violence against 
the Jews. He witnessed several po- 
groms and vowed to avenge his race, 

General Petiura, his victim, was 
the son of a Russian cabman and 
became a secretary of a Socialist 
group at Kiev and an active member 
of the Socialist organization. He is 
said to have been active in agitation 
against the Imperial Russian régime 
and contributed to the disorganiza- 
tion and demoralization of’ the Rus- 
sian Army. In 1918 he entered Kiev 
with the Austrian and German ar- 
mies and took the leadership in the 
Separatist movement in the Ukraine. 

He declared himself ruler of the 
Ukraine, but after a year in power 
he was obliged to flee. He returned 
to the Ukraine again in 1920 under 
the auspices of the Poles, with whom 
he cooperated ainst the Soviet. 
During Petlura’s tenure of power in 
past) raine, the defense will allege, 
50,000 Jews were assassinated. 

More than 100 witnesses have been 
cited, including Maxim Gorky, the 
Russian writer; Count Michael Kar- 
olyi of Hunga ty, Countess. Noailles 
and the Parisian political “writer 
Mme. Severine as well asa consider- 
able number of French politicians, 
mostly Socialists or of parties with 
a like tendencq. 

The attorneys for Petlura’s family 
will undertake to show that he was 
opposed to progroms and will cite the 
evidence of such leading Israelites as 
Israel Zangwill and Vladmir Jabotin- 
sky to that effect. 


After Sholem Schwartzbar had shot 
General Petlura in the Boulevard St. 
Michel, May. 25, 1926, he is. reported 
to have: confessed to the examing 
Magistrate that -he; had done so to 
revenge the victim’s crimes’ against 
his race. Jewish committees were 
at once. or ed in New York, 
PParis, Berlin, ‘Warsaw and other 
cities to finance his defense.

MANNING ASKS ALL TO AID 


Father Duffy Says Censorship Is 
Repulsive—Dr. Cadman Praises 
Movement, 


Not suppression of the bad, but 
support of the good in theatrical en- 
tertainment was the keynote of the 
first annual conference dinner of the 
Church and Drama Association at 
the Waldorf last night. Bishop Wil- 
liam T. Manning, The Rev. Father 
Francis P. Duffy, The Rev. Dr. 8. 
Parkes Cadman, Felix M. Warburg 
and other speakers expressed this 
sentiment as that of Catholics, Pro- 
testant and Jews who saw no conflict 
between the Church. and the stage. 

“There are three courses which 
can be taken to oppose the evil use 
of the stage,’’ said Bishop Manning. 
“One is to denounce the theatre as 
wholly evil and the work of the 
devil. The objection to this is that 
it is ineffective, unintelligent and 
untrue. Second, we can condemn 
that which is vile and corrupting. It 
is our duty to do this and in spite 
of all the difficulties we can do it. 
But the truest and most effective 
way of opposing evil on the stage 
is to give our strong and positive 
support to the plays that are whole- 
Some and good. I wish that the 
people of all the churches would help 
the men and women of the stage by 
withholding their support from vul- 
gar and unclean plays, and by giving 
their support generously to the plays 
which deserve support.” 

Father Duffy followed the same 
line in his address. He said: 

“‘Everybody with the traditional 
American ideal of ‘live and let live’ 
finds something repulsive in the idea 
of censorship. The ideal thing would 
be to have the public educated so 
that peopele would boycott offensive 
productions. People will not stand 
for attacks on their race or nation. 


Let them object as effectively to at- 
tacks on decency and right living and 


the stage will clean itself.’ 


Object of the Movement. 


Dr. John H. Finley presided at the 
beginning of the evening and struck 
the note sounded by the speakers who 
followed him when he said that the 
purpose of the association was ‘‘not 
to suppress the bad, but to promote 
the good; not to rely on noisy cen- 
sorship, but to employ thunderous 
applause’”’ in bringing about the im- 
provement of the stage. 

Dr. Cadman succeeded Dr. Finley 
in the chair. He said that those 
obo gap were ‘“‘united in one of the 

est movements of our day.’”’ He 
upheld the theatre as ‘‘a magnificent, 
lasting influence in the life of one of 
™ reat peoples of the world.’’ 
ia Marlowe spoke of the im- 
goRece of the actor to the theatre 
and of the necessity of great parts 
to bring out great muting.

Methodist Board of Temperance,

CALLS DIVORCES ‘ALARMING’ 


He Addresses Meeting of National 
Council of Catholic Men on 
Lay. Activities. 


Special to The New York Times. 
DETROIT, Oct. 17.—Deploring 
modern moral laxity, Patrick Cardi- 
nal Hayes, Archbishop of New York, 
in an interview today painted the 
*‘sinner of today” as holding a ‘‘re- 
spectable”’’ position in society and 

surrounded by a gloss of culture. 
Cardinal Hayes, here to address a 


:}session of the National Council of 


Catholic Men, met the newspaper 
men in the'‘reception room of ‘the 
episcopal residence of the Right Rev. 
Michael J. Gallagher, Bishop of De- 
troit. 

Bishop Gallagher introduced the 
Cardinal as the ‘‘Al Smith of the 
American hierarchy.’’ The compari- 
son has its basis. in the fact that both 
the Governor of New York and the 
Cardinal were poor boys of the 
lower east side of New York and 
rose to high station. 

**The moral laxity of: the world is 
alarming,’’ Cardinal Hayes said. ‘‘We 
are beginning to feel it now and will 
feel it more later. 

“But at all times there is progress 
somewhere. The world is now mak- 
ing great progress in -humanitari- 
anism. 

“One bad feature of the day is 
that immorality is glossed with cul- 
ture. In the old days vice was 2 
question of rough places, rough men 
and rough women. Today it is a 
question of ‘good’ places, ‘good’ men 
and ‘good’ women. Vice is just as 
bad today as it was in the days of 
rough men and rough women.”’ 

The Cardinal also declared the 


divorce situation to be ‘‘alarming.”’

“The success and the splendor of 
the Church were due. to,the coopera- 
tion between bishops, priests and 
people,’”’ he said. ‘‘The people are 
showing the same cooperation they 
did ‘in the old pioneer days when 
they were.very poor and fighting for 
their existence, The share of the lay- 
man in the.solution of the great 
problems of the Church is very big.” 

Cardinal Hayes held a brief recep- 
tion for public officials and well- 
known laymen of Detroit in the 
Union Station on his arrival at 8:15 
A, M. 

The Cardinal made his first public 
appearance tonight at a mass meet- 
ing under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Council in Orchestra Hall, 
when he discussed the field of the 
laymen in the affairs of the Church. 
Tomorrow evening he will receive 
hundreds of Catholics and non-Cath- 
olics at the Book-Cadillac Hotel, pre- 
ceding the closing banquet of the 
convention. 

This afternoon Cardinal Hayes vis- 
ited the Sacred

Local Tests in. Colleges by 
Standard Examination. 


ADDS TO NUMBER OF PRIZES 


To Award Three in Each institution 
——-Dean H. E. Hawkes Resigns 
as Chairman. 


At the third annual meeting. of 
the governing council of the Inter- 
collegiate Current Events Contest 
held yesterday morning in Tos New 
York Times office important ‘modi- 
fications were made in the arrange- 
ments for the examinations in the 
twenty leading educational institu- 
tions in which students compete for 
the prizes offered by THz New York 
Times to promote a keen and intel- 
ligent interest among undergraduates 
in the news of the day—that is to 
say, in world-history in the making. 

Hereafter the local examinations, 
instead of being set independently 
by the separate colleges and univer- 
sities, as has been the practice for 
two years past, will be set by the 
Executive Committee of the council 
and will be the same for all the col- 
leges. This plan obviates the need 
for a second examination to deter- 
mine the intercollegiate winner. The 
best paper in each individual insti- 
tution will be forwarded to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which will then 
submit the twenty selections thus 
arrived at to'the judges appointed 
by them to make the final award. 
The date set for the examination is 
the last Friday in April—the 27th in 
1928—with discretion in the Execu- 
tive Committee to allow it to be held 
on the Saturday following in cases 
where local conditions bar the regu- 
lar date. 


Three Prizes in Each College. 


Change# were also voted in the 
local prize arrangements as the re- 
sult of suggestions from several men 
who have had practical experience 
in handling the contest in the col- 
leges—the idea being to extend the 
interest to a larger number of stu- 
dents. Instead of one prize in each 
institution, the new plan provides 
for three prizes equal to the total of 
the original money value of the single 
prize. There will be a first prize of 
$150, a second prize of $75 and a 
third prize of $25. The first-prize 
winner in each institution will re- 
ceive THE New YORK Times medal, 
as formerly. The intercollegiate prize 
of $500 is not divided and remains 
the same. 

It was also decided after much dis- 
cussion to cut the time of examina- 
tion to three hours. In this matter 
there has been experiment from the 
beginning. In 1926 a four-hour period 
was appointed, in 1927 the period 
was lengthened to five hours. The 
sense of the members of the council 
was that five hours was too long, 
and while three hours seemed to 
many of them too short, it seemed 
worth while to make a trial of it, in 
view of a prevalent impression that 
the difficulty of the test was fright- 
ening away some of the best under-

HIS WARNING 


Testifies at Libel Hearing He Fore- 
told Failure of Walkout Due 
to Communist Control. 


The recent twenty-two weeks strike 
in the garment industry in New York 
City was ‘‘directed. from. Moscow,”’ 
it was charged yesterday before 
Magistrate Brodsky in the Tombs 
Court by Morris Sigman, President 
of the Tnternational Ladies’ Garment 
Workers Union. The labor. leader 
was on the witness Stand for three 
hours at the resumption of the hear. 
ing on his complaint charging the 
Freiheit and the Unity, Yiddish ‘‘Left 
Wing’’ newspapers, with criminal 
libel, in accusing him of ‘‘selling out’’ 
to the employers. The court room 
was thronged with ‘needleworkers, 


who greeted Sigman’ s accusation 
with such uproarious laughter that 
Magistrate Brodsky threatened to 
clear the room. 

Questiecned by his counsei, former 
Assistant District Attorney Samuel 
Markewich, Mr. Sigman: said that 
Louis Hyman, Chairman of the Joint 
Board, which called the workers out, 
had toid him the strike was legal 
because the agreement with the em- 
ployers had yet obs and there was 
@ provision in the constitution of the 
union for calling strikes. 

“I did everything possible to show 
those men and women the fallacy of 
their position,’’ said Mr. Si 
took the floor and advised the Joint 
Board to submit the question of a 
strike and the acc wo we or rejec- 
tion of the report of the Governor's 
Commission to. a referendum vote of 
the members of the union. 1 pointed 
cut that a larger measure of democ- 
racy had been demanded by the 
workers at the international’s con- 
vention in Philadelphia. Notwith- 
standing this, the Joint Board voted 
that a referendum should not be held 
and that the commission’s report 
should be rejected. 

“T decided that the strike would be 
an illegal act, so far as union proced- 
ure was concerned. I told the mem- 
bers of the Joint Board that, as the 
strike progressed, they would realize 
that you cannot apply er a ne to 
an economic venture and that 30,000 
families were involved.” 

Mr. Sigman said he called the at- 
tention of the members of the Joint 
Board to the communistic thesis 
which advised the Fen of labor 
unions ‘‘until the mmunists can 
convert them into weapons for the 
revolutionary struggle.’’ He insisted, 
he said,. that these doctrines were 
demoralizing to the union. 

A union can’t act on instructions 
sent from Moscow or. Germany,” he 
said. ‘It must-have its freedom ani 
act as economic conditions warrant.”’ 

According to Mr. Sigman the Joint 
Board, at the be ing of the strus- 
gle, had come $400,000 to $500,000 in 
its treasu He said the cost of the 
strike was between $600,000 and $700.- 
000, and that the difference had been 
borrowed from union banks. He was 
without personal funds, other than 
the $100 helt en salary received from 
the union, he said. 

When cross examined by Louis B. 
Boudin, counsel for the Freiheit, Mr. 
Sigman admitted that the so-called 
‘Communist thesis’’ had been pre-

Martinez lost only the first and the 
fifth rounds, but Britton covered 
himself with glory, even in defeat. 
The veteran gave one of the greatest 
boxing exhibitions most of those. at 
the Broadway ever saw, making 
Martinez frequently miss as well as 
carrying him into leads which at 
times were ludicrous. The one re- 
sult the bout produced is that Brit- 
ton is old, as old almost as his years 
as far as ring usefulness is con- 
cerned.

Chauncey Hubbard, _third-string 
halfback, replaced Cox in the prac- 
tice, which was held in a heavy rain. 
The work was curtailed because of 
the storm and the severe game 
against Brown.

Both 
players will receive extensive coach- 
ing in individual play this week.

NE by one the old traditions are going to smash. 
Even the man who has forgotten Mr. Addison

word was.law. It was a privilege to shake his hand 
and only the exceptionally daring ventured to discuss 
his imperial opinions with anything like a faint flavor 
of criticism. 

But whither are we drifting? The once mighty foot- 
ball captains have been ousted from their high es- 
tates. _The culminating catastrophe arrived last week 
when the football coach at. Drake University had a 
few words with the varsity football captain at Drake 
University. i 

In the old days the varsity football captain picked 
the coach and dictated the football policy through the 
whole campaign. He picked the team. He picked the 
plays. He was Sir Oracle, and when he opened his 
mouth he wanted .no barks of disapproval from the 
coach. or any one else around the campus, including 
the Dean of the Faculty. 

But the football.coach at Drake University had a 
few words with.the. varsity football captain at Drake 
University last week, and these few words indicate 
the monstrous gap between the old order and the new 
idea. 

“Off the field!’’ said the Drake coach to the Drake 
captain. ‘And don’t come back again!”’

Tke summary dismissal of the Drake captain in the 
‘‘Never darken my door again!’? manner is merely the 
outward sign of the great internal change in intercol- 
legiate football conditions. In the early days the foot- 
ball captain was often the coach of his own team and 
the trainer as well. As far as football was concerned, 
he had to know everything and do everything. 

But what is his status now? Where does he rank 
among the football powers that be? At a few of the 
large universities and at many of the smaller colleges 
the varsity captain retains his ancient rights and priv- 
ileges, but the general situation can be summed up by 
a simple questionnaire. 

Who are the football captains at Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton, Notre Dame, Dartmouth, Pennsylvania, 
Penn State, N. Y. U., Columbia, Army, Navy and 
Fordham? 

Ahem! That will take a little bit of serious thinking, 
won't it? And perhaps a ‘bit of hasty research 
through the files of recent date. 

But put it this way: Who are the football coaches 
at Yale, Harvard, Princeton, Notre Dame, Dartmouth, 
Pennsylvania, Penn State, N. Y. U., Columbia, Army, 
Navy and Fordham? 

One side, please, and let the answers come rolling 
forth: Tad Jones, Arnold Horween, Bill Roper, Knute 
Rockne, Jess Hawley, Lou Young, Hugo Bezdek, 
Chick Meehan, Charley Crowley, Biff Jones, Bill 
Ingram and Frank Cavanaugh.

THE SAFE AIRPLANE. 


In an article on commercial air- 
planes in The Journal of the Society 
of Automotive Engineers, A. H. G. 
FOKKER, the Dutch designer, de- 
clares that he feels safer in a plane 
traveling at the rate of 180 miles 
an hour than in an automobile 
running sixty miles. The reason is 
that “there are not yet so many 
“fools in the air as there are on the 
“ground.” But fools in the air will 
still have to be encountered. Judging 
from collisions aloft that occasionally 
happen, there are many such. Safety 
in operation, according to Mr. Fox- 
KER, “is not merely a question of 
“ construction but of ground organi- 
“ zation.” This means provided pilots 
are experienced and careful, for he 
asserts that “airplanes have been 
“developed to such an extent that 
“we can say the machine itself is 
“perfectly safe.” The line between 
Philadelphia and Washington, on 
which three-motor planes are used, 
“has carried more than 3,600 pas- 
“sengers without a forced landing 
“due to mechanical trouble.” 

By ground organization Mr. Fox- 
KER means facilities that have to do 
not only with the landing of planes 
but with the work to be done by the 
pilot at the controls. Thus ‘the first 
“thing needed is a good system of 
“weather reports,” regularly and 
quickly communicated to him by 
radio. He must know that he can, 
or cannot, land at the place of desti- 
nation. If blinding rain or fog cov- 
ers the field, or if a violent gale is 
raging, he must have the opportu- 
nity of going elsewhere. As every- 
body knows, airdromes are often not 
large enough and free from bound- 
ary obstructions to make either a 
start or a finish absolutely safe. Mr. 
FOKKER says: 

A’ large part of the ground: or- 
ganization will need to come from 
the Government. It furnishes lights, 
maps and radio service to enable 
vessels that travel along the coast 
to complete their voyages safely; 

but it has not yet furnished the 
ground service needed by commer- 
cial airplanes. * * * We are ready 
with our airplanes; we are ready 
with our engines; but we are wait- 
ing for the Government to give us 
air-navigation service. 

Ground organization includes as- 
sistance from the employes of an 
air field. Supervision and inspec- 
tion are necessary. An overloaded 
plane should not be allowed to go up. 
We are told that “an airplane must 
“ maintain a certain reserve capac- 
“ity to give safety in taking off and 
“ability to remain in the air if one 
“of the engines stops.” Brakes for 
the landing-wheels are nowattached. 
The pilot of the latest planes can not 
only apply them at once; t can 





steer the plane on the Mr.

LAGGING GOVERNMENTS. 


Most. of President BUTLER’s ad- 
dresses, even on academic occasions, 
turn sooner or later to affairs of 
state. “This was the case with the 
paper which «he read yesterday 
before the Institute of: Arts and 
Sciences on “ The Lost Art of Think- 
ing.” It showed once more that he 
seldom speaks ‘without feeling that 
some of his words are, in the legal 
phrase, “affected with a public in- 


terest.” He had a good deal to say. 


about political thought. Too little 
of it of the right -kind he finds in 
our democracy, but makes. the point 
that there is still less of it-in those 
responsible for the conduct of our 
Government. To his mind it is clear 
that “while in some countries the 
“ attitude and actions of Government 
“are fully abreast of popular feel- 
“ing and desire, or even in advance 
“of them, in other countries, among 
“them the United States, the atti- 
“tude and action of Government in 
“respect to more than one matter of 
“ greatest. concern is notably. behind 
“popular feeling’ and desire.” 

Dr. BUTLER’s chief illustration. is 
the failure thus far of the American 
Government to advance as rapidly 
as the convictions and demands. of 
the American people as concerns the 
steps to be taken to prevent a re- 
currence of war. While many citi- 
zens have given long and anxious 
attention to the subject, and have 
advanced plan after plan, the party 
in power since the Armistice has 
done little or nothing. The Govern- 
ment has lagged far behind the lead- 
ers of thought whom it was sup- 
posed to represent. Great projects 
were proposed, won wide approval, 
and seemingly were in a fair way 
to be accepted. But “as months 
“ passed, political partisanship, per- 
“sonal animosity and sheer stu- 
“pidity raised their heads again,” 
and threw fatal obstacles in the way 
of those who were seeking to lay 
the foundations for a safer and bet- 
ter world. 

Whether this misfortune could 
have been averted by taking thought 
no one can positively say. Perhaps 
the public thought which men in 
office could detect was not common 
enough, not sufficiently concen- 
trated, to move them to action. An 
Administration, or a Prime Minis- 
ter, dependent upon popular support 
often has to wait long until sure 
that the time has come to take the 
tide at the full. Lord CROMER once 
compared a ruler in a modern 
democracy to a man in a boat wait- 
ing off the mouth of an Australian 
tidal river for precisely the right 
wave to carry him over the bar. If 
he sails in too soon, he will be 
wrecked. And it is a wise states- 
man under representative govern- 
ment who knows just when the swell 
of popular feeling is strong enough 
to carry him forward to his desired 
haven. 

Probably it is this difficulty of 
judging times and seasons which 
chiefly accounts for the apparent 
tardiness of Governments in re- 
sponding to the popular will. What- 
ever the explanation, the fact is un- 
doubted. Political thought in this 
country requires a long time to get 
embodiment in political action. There 
are always thinkers far ahead of the 
Government. Not always is it a bad 
thing that they are not followed 
quickly. The Government is much 
slower, but frequently is surer. This 
is unpleasant for impatient citizens 
who would like their order for the 
millennium to be filled while they 
wait, but it tends to make agree- 
ment more general when it does 
come, and the result less in danger 
of being upset. 


COMMERCIALIZED GUNMEN. 


Among the kings of the under- 
world assassination is more than 
ever a risk of the métier. It has pe- 
come of late the regular method by 
which the royal succession passes. 
“Little AUGIE” goes the way of his 
predecessor, “Kid Dropper,” and of 
other such spiritual ancestors as 
JOHNNY SPANISH and Big JACK 
ZELIG. The king is dead, but it is not 
a case of long live the king.

ACONTEST BETWEEN CLUBMEN 


Now that the registration is over, 
the Tenth Assembly District has set- 
tled down to interested contempla- 
tion of its two young candidates for 
honors at Albany. The Tenth Dis- 
trict includes the theatre belt, a part 
of Park Avenue and sections not so 
prosperous as these, but its two 
Assembly aspirants are definitsly of 
the Park Avenue stratum. The Re- 
publican organization has renomi- 
nated PHELPS PHELPS, who has made 
a good record at Albany, and Tam- 
many has given its nomination to a 
newcomer in politics, LANGDON W. 
Post. Mr. PHELPS chose the Assem- 
bly as the first elective step of a 
definitely designed political career; 
Mr. Post has done the same. Mr. 
PHELPS comes of a long line of East- 
ern Republicans. Mr. Post is the 
first member of his family in a long 
while: to affiliate with the Demo- 
cratic Party, and probably he is the 
first Tammany stalwart the Posts 
ever knew. 

The Republican nominee went to 
St. Paul’s,.Yale,Cornell and Wil- 
liams, having left his studies at Yale 
to go into the war. The Democratic 
nominee went to St. Mark’s and Har- 
vard, also entering the war from 
college. Each enlisted in regular 
army forces, not being willing to 
wait for a commission to get into 
service. PHELPS went into politics 
immediately afterward; Post worked 
on newspapers a while. He looks for 
votes to the White Lights district, 
while- PHELPS depends on his record 
and his original success in changing 
a Democratic Assembly majority of 
500 into a Republican majority of 
1,200. While both young men have 
gilded backgrounds, both are serious 
about public service, and the Citi- 
zens Union has said a good word 
for both. Explaining his preoccupa- 
tion with: politics, Post has said in 
his speeches that he believes the 
popular cause can best be served 
through the Democratic Party and 
support of Governor SMITH at 
Albany. 

It has become one of the most in- 
teresting contests in the State this 
year, and politicians in both camps 
have been watching the race closely.

QUIETLY EVACUATING CHINA. 


The British governmental ma- 
chine usually moves silently and 
does not waste steam’ blowing 
whistles.’

Also it is 
likely: that the American marines 
landed in Tientsin early last Sum- 
mer will be removed to the Philip- 
pines or some other station as soon 
as conditions near Peking warrant 
it., As the Japanese have withdrawn 
their ‘troops from Tsinanfu,:in the 
heart of Shantung Province, whither 
they were sent during the Summer 
when the’ revolutionary forces en- 
dangered Japanese interests there, 
it must be clear to all the world 
that outside nations have no desire 
to keep any military estab- 
lishments at the foreign settlements 
in, China than are absolutely neces- 
sary.

RAILROAD TIES AND SERVICE 


Steel. and Ebony: Used in -Mexico 
With Satisfactory: Results. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Apropos the discussion in THE 
Tres of the merits of wooden vs. 
steel railroad ties, permit me to call 
attention to the fact that while so- 


‘fourning along the line of the Eng- 


lish built and owned railway between 
Vera Cruz and Mexico City some 
thirteen or fourteen years ago, at- 
tending at one time the execution of.

train, my attention was attracted by 
the steel: ties upon which the rails 


~were laid, and I was assured by rail- 


road men that only an occasional 
change had been made in the entire 
fifty to sixty years since the line was 
built. : 

I also had occasion ‘some twenty 
years ago to inspect the track of the 
railway. between Culiacan and Altata, 
in the State of Sinaloa, on the west 
coast of Mexico, also English built, 
and at that time over forty years old. 
The ties were, for the most part, of 
ebony, and, like the steel ones in the 
opposite side of the country, few if 
behiam st: Xe MM el-1-)0 Mm cdet:het-4-.e GE) betel] the day 
they were laid. 

At about the same time I had an 
opportunity to observe certain oak 
ties on the Southern Pacific Railway 
of Mexico, running south from No- 
gales, and which had. been obtained 
in Japan at a low price. I was as- 
sured by an official that the average 
life of these did not exceed two years, 
when they had become so affected 
by dry rot that they had to be re- 
placed by pine, oak, mahogany, 
ebony and other hardwoods, cut in 
the adjacent forests. At several sta- 
tions were posters containing the 
scale of prices for ties of various 
kinds, pi being the lowest and 
ebony and other hardwoods the high- 
est. Incidentally, not long after this 
I was in New York and learned that 
ebony was worth 10 cents a pound in 
the open market! - I also saw posters 
offering $7.50 Mexican ($3.75 gold) 
per cord for mahogany, ebony and 
other hardwoods as fuel! This in 
the outskirts of Mazatlan.

Or did he mean that whatever cir- 
cumstances might force his nomina- 
tion his own choice would not be one 
of them? Did he mean that he was 
neutral ‘‘even in thought and feel- 
ing’’ toward the outcome of the next 
National Republican Convention? Or 
did he mean to commit himself defi- 
nitely against the choice of Calvin 
Coolidge as. candidate? In other 
words, was his remark a gesture of 
opposition or a sign of non-activity? 

This is the question of the debate 
which continues and bids fair to last 
for some time. Even now that mas- 
ter of words Frank Vizetelly enters 
the discussion with some excellent 
etymological comments on the word 
“‘choose’’—a cine, manly word! 

But why put it in the negative? 
The positive is shorter, clearer and 
better. ‘‘May I not” is less hand- 
some than ‘‘May I?’. “I do not 
think’? is a weak substitute for ‘‘I 
think—not.’’ ‘‘I choose not to be a 
candidate in nineteen twenty-eight,”’ 
is a sentence of good English. But 
it would have not a leg for the debate 
to run on; and this might diminish, 
if not eclipse, the, gayety of the na- 
tion.

complete the year. We still meed about $7,000 
to make certain that the forty babies now at 
the Creche will not have to be sent home 
before they are sufficiently recovered to 
make good health assured.

DR. CHARLES D. SPIVAK, 
NOTED PHYSICIAN, DEAD 


Leaves His Body to Medical 
Science in Will Read 
at Denver. 


DENVER, Oct. 17 ().—Dr. Charles 
David Spivak, one of the founders of 
the Jewish Consumptives Relief So- 
ciety, authority on gastro-enterology 


and former chief of the clinic of the 
Philadelphia Polyclinic Hospital, died 
here y' rday at the age of 66. 

Dr. a having devoted his life 
ize) eal science, dedicated his 
b to the advancement of his pro- 
fession, it became known today when 
his wilk was read. 

The will provides that his body be 
turned over to a medical school, to be 
carefully dissected, the dissection to 
be pve by an equal number of 
Jewish and non-Jewish students. 

He also directed in his will that his 
skeleton be articulated and sent to 
the University of Jerusalem, to be 
used for demonstration to classes in 
anatomy. 


A Russian by birth, Dr. Spivak 
left his native land in 1882 just in 
Heats pote r> ¢}(-) be Maye rion oe 
ng his early years s country 
he was successively a day laborer in 
this State, a mill hand in Maine, a 
farmer in New Jersey and a teacher 
and librarian in Philadelphia. He 
obtained his medical degree from 
Jefferson Medical College in 1890, 
and studied another year at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin. 

After settling in Denver in 1896, 
Dr. Spivak spent ten years on the 
faculty of the Denver Schol of Medi- 
cine. On the founding of the Jewish 
Consumptives Reli Society of 
Denver in 1904, he became secreta 
and gastro-enterologist to the sani- 
tarium, a position that he held there- 
after. For the last twenty years he 
had edited The Sanitarium, and at 
different times had also edited the 
Denver Jewish News and Medical 
Libraries. With Yehoash he was the 
joint author of a Yiddish dictionary, 
and he wrote many articles on gas- 
tro-enterology. In 1920 he was a 
special commissioner to study sani- 
tation among Jews in Europe.

Friend Predicts He Will Win Out 
Despite the Opposition of 
Controller Berry. 


UNTERMYER FIRM ON FARES 


‘Tells Merchants That Is Oné of Five 
Points on Which City Cannot 
Compromise. 

‘ t... 
A definite alignment of the Board 
of Estimate onthe question of 


whether the city in any transit ‘re- 
adjustment plan should endeavor to 


maintain the five-cent fare, as recom-. 


mended by Samuel Untermyer, spe- 
cial counsel of the Transit Commis- 
sion, or should iticréase the fare to 
make the city’s transit lines self- 
supporting, as recommended ~ by 
Berry’s transit expert, is expected 
at its meeting of the Committee of 
the Whole today. : 

The expected division will come on 
a vote to include in the city budget 
for next year a substantial allotment, 
probably $15,000,000, for the con- 
struction of new subways, as recom- 
mended. by John H. Delaney, Chair- 
man of the Board of Transportation, 
as one method of maintaining the 
present fare by a partial pay-as-you- 
go policy,-thus reducing interest and 
amortization charges which other- 
wise would have to be. carried. 


' Walker Favors Plan. 


Mayor Walker is for the inclusion 
of this amount in the budget, Con- 
troller Berry has indicated that he is 
opposed to it. A clash is expected 
and cannot be postponed ‘later than 
Thursday, the last day for the prepa- 
ration of the budget, after which 
items may be eliminated or cut kut 
none added. 

Mayor Walker, it wa: learned, in- 
tends to. use all his influence to in- 
clude the money for subway con- 
struction in the budget. He has the 
support of Aldermanic President Mc- 
Kee and is seeking to line up the 
Borough Presidents with him, a 
somewhat difficult joh in view of 
the general desire among them to 
obtain as much as possible in the 
way of budget allotments for. their 
respective borough~. The prediction 
was made by a friend of the Mayor 
that a majority of t:e Borough Pres- 
idents would surely be with the 
Mayor and that Controller Berry 
could not count upon more than one 
Borough President, if any at all, to 
stand with him in opposing the al- 
lotment. 

The Committee of the Whole, which 
remained in session until nearly 7 
o’clock last ‘evening, expected to 
reach the subway item before ad- 
journment and Mr. Delaney and 
Commissioner Daniel L. Ryan were 
in waiting to explain that they con- 
sidered it necessary for the mainte- 
nance of the 5-cent fare. Mr; De- 
laney’s schedule, irdeed, calls for a 
budgetary allotment of $20,200,000, 
but it is believed that .he will be sat- 
isfied to get $15,000,000. A discussion 
of the teachers’ salary schedules pre- 
vented the committee from. reaching 
the subway item and it is expected 
that it will conside. it today. 

Replies to Merchants. 

That the Transit Commission and a 

majority of the Board of Estimate 
intend to make every effort to put 
through a readjustment plan was in- 
dicated when Mr. Untermyer in a 
statement commenting on the sug- 
estion of the Merchants’ Association 
or the appointment of a citizens’ 
committee and a. general conference 
said he was always willing to confer 
and compromise, but there were five 
cone on which the city would have 
© insist. 

Mr. Untermyer specified these five 
points as maintenance of the five- 


cent fare, concession. of the city’s 
right to recapture the B. M. T. and 
Interborough recapturable lines, ex- 
clusion of the surface lines from any 
unified system to be acquired by the 
city, recognition of the fact that the 
new: subways could not be operated 
profitably at 5 cents for some yéars 
after construction and _ recognition 
of the fact that when the car rider 
had contributed all the cost of opera- 
tion and half of the fixed charges 
he had done all that could be fairly 
expected of him. - 

Referring to the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation’s announcement of its. posi- 
tion on transit, Mr. Untermyer said: 

“Suggestions of compromise always 
have a sympathetic and responsive 
appeal to me. That has been the 
lifetime keynote of my professiona] 
activities for over forty-five years. 
At least 90 per cent. of all the con- 
troversies in which I have been en- 
gaged have been settled. But all 
lawyers have Jearned that there are 
certain questions which cannot be 
compromised but must be fought to 
a finish. 

Wants City’s Rights Recognized. 

“Tf a man whom you have en- 
trusted with the use of your property 
for a limited time and who has made 
money out of your investment while

Like Pasteur Institute. 


Like the Pasteur Institute in Paris, 
he explained, the House of Chemistry 
is a purely scientific proposition. It 
is designed as a memorial to Mar- 
celin Berthelot, who ve the mod- 
ern science of synthetic organic 
chemistry to the world; and as a re- 
search centre which would gather 
together published material from all 
over the world. on. the’. progress of 
synthetic organic chemistry. .

“Statements erroneous in every 
substantial particular have emanated 
from the office and news organ of 
the American Chemical Society con- 
cerning American participation in 
the.

In a late executive session . of bast.) 
Board of Estiniate yesterday after- 
noon provision was made in:the 1928 
city budget for increased salaries for 
forty-nine city - magistrates, . 1;025 
police sergeants and thirty-one 
deputy chiefs .of the Fire Depart- 
ment. ' wee ' : 

Salary increases -incorporated in 
the’ budget‘ earlier had provided for 
all the higher officers of the Police 
Department down to, but not includ- 
ing, the sergeants. A strong ‘fight 
for them was made in the executive 
session and, after considerable argu- 
ment, it was agreed to grant to them 
an increase of $100. each,. which -will 
bring their salaries up to $3,000 a 
year and will. add $102;500 to the 
budget. 

The deputy chiefs of the Fire De- 
partment were omitted in increases 
approved last week when all officers 
of that department, from lieutenants, 
to battali chiefs inclusive, got in- 
creases. They are now in the budget 
for increases of $300 a year each. 

Provisions have been made in the 
budget to increase the salaries of the 
forty-eizht magistrates from $10,000 
to $12.000, and Chief Magist: Wil- 
liam McAdoo receives an incfease;of 
pat oad bringing his salary up to 


Hospitals to Benefit.. 

At the same meeting $315,190. was 
placed in the budget for the reorgan- 
ization of the entire nursing service, 
specialized _ medical and technical 
staffs of city hospitals under ‘the 
jurisdiction of the: Department of 
Public Welfare.

‘The residue of the estate, which. is 
believed to amount to $20,000,000

after her death. - 

‘An endowment of °$2,500,000 was 
provided to furnish annuities to sev- 
enty persons.

The pictorial translation of Felix 
Riezenberg’s book, ‘‘East Side, West 
Side,” now on exhibition at the Roxy 
Theatre, is indubitably the bést pic- 
ture Allan Dwan has fashioned since 
he produced “Big Brother.* He has 
gone to great pains to set forth many 
of the incidents from the original 
story and quite a number of them 
are filmed with considerable skill. 
The only pity is that Mr. Dwan 
frequently permits his penchant for 
extravagancies to spoil otherwise ef- 
fective episodes. He- has, however, 
succeeded in eliciting really fine per- 
formances from both George O’Brien 
and Virginia Valli. 

Two of the outstanding sequences 
in this picture are the sinking of a 
transatlantic steamship, which is 
inspired bythe Titanic disaster, and 
a cave-in in a subway in course of 
construction. In the first of these 
chapters Mr. Dwan has adroitly 
coupled up miniature scenes of a ves- 
sel at sea with scenes aboard the 
liner ‘before “and after’ shé crashes 
into the iceberg. This director has 
even filmed the slanting deck as the 
vessel is about to sink, and he shows 
the confusion of. the sengers in 
Gying Ys get into the lifeboats. One 

seen leaning over the rail of 
the sinking vessel while a coward 
hides under a seat in a lifeboat. 

There is in this production a ten- 
dency to cater to the.movie mind by 
arraying the feminine characters in 
flashy costumes and in having John 
Breen go to a none too impressive 
saloon in evening clothes with white 
gloves and.a flower in the lapel of 
his coat.

TO HONOR TITANIC HEROES 





Puts Wreath on Memorial Today 
—Addresses at Legion Dinner 
to Be Broadcast Tonight. 





Guglielmo Marconi told the Insti- 
tute of Radio Engineers and the 
American Institute of Electrical En- 

: gimeers last night that he has suc- 
ceeded in girdling the globe with a 
radio beam, the principle of which 
. he demonstrated just five years ago 
before a joint meeting.of the two 
electrical societies. In 1922 he had 
a crude framéwork erected on the 
platform to show how he believed 
‘the beam would work. Last night he 
showed lantern slides of powerful 
beam stations. 

Senatore Marconi said fading was 
the big problem in connection with 
radio, especially on short waves. He 
pointed out that fading has been a 
marked feature of long distance 
radio, especially when short waves 
‘were employed, and although in his 
experience fading appeared to be 
‘worse on wave lengths between 200 
and 1,000 meters it often proved to 
be serious on the very short waves 
utilized by the beam system. 

“Fading has always been more fre- 
quent and more severe on the Eng- 
land-Canada circuit than on any of 
the others,”’ he said. ‘It may be 
noticed that our Canadian service is 
also our shortest distance service, 
that it is mostly-across.the sea and 
that the Canadian station is the one 
which happens to ‘be nearest to the 

north magnetic pole. 

“It frequently occurs that when 
the Canadian communication fades 
out for some hours on end, the other 
services to Australia, India and 
South Africa, which use similar 
wave-lengths, continue working with 
‘undiminished efficiency, It has also 
‘been noticed’ that the times of bad 
fading practically always coincide 
with the appearance of large sun- 
spots and intense aurora borealis, 
usually ny py, meat by magnetic 
storms and at the same periods when 
cables and land lines experience dif- 
ficulties or are thrown out of action. 

“‘We have also frequently noticed 
that during these periods signals 
could be received 6n-a shorter wave- 
length than the one usually em- 
ployed, often on a i16-metre wave 
when a 26-metre wave. would not 
come through. 

“As ts Bow generally known very 
short: waves of 16 metres and under 
can be better received: at-long dis- 
tances: by daylight and in Summer 
time than during Winter or at night, 
and we also know that very long 
Waves are not affected by daylight.’’ 

Marconi said short waves would 
solve congestion: in the ether. 

“If we assume that long waves may 
be classed between 5, and 30,000 
meters, and short waves between 5 
and 100 meters,’’ he said, ‘‘then, by 
applying the basis of a rule proposed 
for, the consideration of the Interna- 
bAteyet- 3 Badiatelegranh Conference at 
Washington, we find that 3,700 wave- 
bands or channéls will be practicable 
and permissible for the short waves, 
but only 90 for the long waves.”’

STATE AUTO OWNERS 
FAVOR GASOLINE TAX 


Convention in Rochester Approves 
Levy, Provided Impost on 
Cars Is Dropped. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ROCHESTER, N, Y., Oct. 17.—Two 
hundred delegates to the convention 
of the New York State Automobile 
Association, representing about 80,000 
motorists, went on record here today 
as favoring a gasoline tax, provided 
its adoption would put an end to a 
personal property tax on automobiles 
and its profits be used to build and 
maintain highways and bridges. 

Action on the tax question took the 
form of adoption of two resolutions. 
The first, adopted after an address 
by Mark Graves, State Tax Commis- 
sioner, follows: 

“The New York State Automobile 
Association reaffirms its belief in 
the principle of the gasoline tax as 
an equitable form of motor taxation, 
provided that there is establishel a 
fiat charge for registration of auto- 
mobiles sufficient: only to maintain 
the operation of the Motor» Vehicle 
Bureau, and also that al to be re- 
ceived from any gasoline tax shall be 
used for construction, reconstruction 
and maintenance of highways only, 
and that the Legislative Committeee 
of teh association be. instructed. to 


h the foregoing resolution.’’ 
The second resolution was adopted 
amid cheers after a debate lasting 

more than two hours. It reads: 
“Resolved, That the New York 
State Automobile Association favor 
the adoption of an amendment’to the 
Constitution of the State of New 
York providing that all fees and 
taxes collected for the ownerghip, 
operation and mainetnance of @yto- 
mobiles and any taxes thereon must 
be. applied to the construction and 
maintenance of highways and bridges 








and that no personal property tax 
be levied upon automobiles.”’ 


In his address Commissioner Graves 


declared that State taxpayers in gen- 
eral would benefit by shifting part of 
the burden of highway maintenance 
to transient motorists.

The formation of a similar associa- 
tion in Connecticut would no doubt 
be agreeable to Robbins B. Stoeckel, 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, who 
is a student of and an acknowledged 
authority upon the subject. 

“Splendid progress has been made 
toward securing uniformity in traf- 
fic regulations in Westchester Coun- 
ty, where a standard code has been 
adopted under the leadership of 
Sheriff Thomas V. Underhill in co- 
operation with the various police 
authorities. A similar movement has 
been inaugurated on Long Island by 
the New York ‘Automobile Club, 
where meetings will be held in the 
near future in Suffolk and Nassau 
Counties.”’

Nothing in the financial news or the 
industrial trend was cited to expiain ' 
the day’s movement, except such 
aspects of each as have been made 


of speculative Wall Street. It was in 
some regards a curious spectacle 
(though not unfamiliar in past Wall 
Street history) for the same com- 
munity to be emphasizing yesterday, 
in its own explanation for the mar- 
ket’s weakness, the very facts which, 
three or four weeks ago, it brushed 
aside with indifference. 

The recurrence of particular weak- 
ness on two successive Mondays 
caused, as such coincidence is apt to 
de, conjecture as to what was indi- 
cated by that action at the beginning 
of the week. Naturally, it was as- 
sumed by some minds to reflect a 
concerted speculative program, and 
therefore to indicate that profes- 
sional operators for the decline were 
the dominant influence. The guess 
is plausible enough, although pre- 
vious experience had suggested that 
a “bear campaign’’ was apt to select 
for a special demonstration the end 
of a week rather than its beginning 
—apparently with the view of en- 
couraging “outside realizing’ as a 
result of Sunday meditations. The 
mumerous violent advances, which 
occurred on Mondays in the course 
of the “bull campaign,’’ were in- 
variably ascribed to outside buying 
orders accumulated over Sunday with 
the commission brokers. Whether 
yesterday's market had in any re- 
spect a similar cause, with the char- 
acter of the orders changed, must be 
left to conjecture. 

Yesterday’s downward trend of the 
stock market was hardly interrupted, 
and the lowering of the Stock Ex- 


appeared to pass unnoticed. Even 
the shares of railways serving the 
Northwestern district, whose fortune 
ought at any rate to benefit from the 
very recent turn of events directly 
affecting them, declined yesterday 
with the others. Taken as a whole, 
the day's stock market closed un- 
settied and with little or no recovery 
from the lowest. 

The bond market as a whole held 
firm, not far from the highest aver- 
age of the season. Bonds, like 
stocks, had already advanced during 
the year to heights which made 
many investors hestitate. But the 
percentage of rise had been insig- 
nificant compared with stocks and, 
moreover, the easy money exerts its 
influence in a different way on the 
two markets. Its effect at such 
times in enhancing bond prices re- 
sults from the fact that loans will 
bring a better return when placed 
in Government or company obliga- 
tions than when put out in the gen- 
eral discount market. Its effect in 
enhancing prices of stocks is mainly 
produced by the fact that money

Huge International Loan 
Here Today. 


$20,000,000 BANK CREDIT 


Federal: Reserve to Participate Up to 
$5,250,000 With Institutions 
of Europe. 


Coincidentally with announcement 
of the. public offering today of $47,- 
000,000 Republic of Poland bonds by 
a nation-wide banking syndicate, the 


Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
announced yesterday that in associa- 
tion with other Reserve banks it is 
participating in .an international 
credit to be used in furtherance of 
Poland’s stabilization program. The 
Federal Reserve Bank has agreed, if 
desired, to purchase from the Bank 
Polski up to a’ total of $5,250,000 of 
prime commercial bills. 

Fourteen banks of issue, including 
the Bank of England, the Bank of 
France, the German Reichsbank and 
those in virtually all the important 
countries of the world, are. partici- 
pating in the credit, which it is un- 
derstood amounts to $20,000,000. The 
arrangement is similar to that which 
was made with Belgium during the 
latter country’s progress toward stab- 
ilization. Polish finances have been 
stabilized in fact for a year and a 
half, but the new credit will provide 
additional protection in the event of 
pressure against exchange by spec- 
ulators. It is part of a concerted 
movement among world financial 
leaders for assistance in maintenance 
of the gold standard in important 
countries. The Reserve banks have 
cooperated in the past in this move- 
ment, the pes instance havin 
been the ;000,000 credit grante 
to the Bank of England at the time 
of the British return to the gold 
standard in 1925. 

The Bankers Trust Company, Blair 
& Co., Inc.; the Chase Securities 
Corporation and the Guaranty Com- 
pany head the syndicate which is of- 
aaring. the new bonds here today. 
The issue is known as the Republic 
of Poland stabilization loan of 1927 
7 per cent. external mee | pabbete Me -xe) (el 
bonds and is priced at 92 and ac- 
crued interest, to yield more than 
7.86 per cent. to maturity. The 
bonds will be due on Oct. 15, 1947. 
They are non-redeemable except for 
the sinking fund for ten years and 
thereafter will be redeemable in 
whole or in part at 103. Graduated 
semi-annual sinking fund payments 
are calculated to retire the entire 
issue by maturity. 

Simultaneous offering of the Euro- 
pean portion of the loan is being 
made in London, in Switzerland, Hol- 
land, Poland, Sweden and France. In 
all the international loan amounts to 
$72,000,000. The bonds are being of- 
fered in connection with a plan to 
perpetuate the monetary stability and 
budgetary equilibrium which the Po- 
lish Government has accomplished by 
its own efforts. The zloty equiva- 
lent of the proceeds of the loan will 
be credited to the Government by the 
Bank of Poland, the credit being 
available only for the purposes of the 
stabilization plan and only with the 
authorization of the American ad- 
viser, who will be elected a member 
of the board of the Bank of Poland 
for three years. 

Owen Db. Young, a director of the 
Federal Reserve Bank, said yester- 
day that the new loan was in line 
with financial reconstruction of great 
importance to America. He said that 
as this country had a large surplus 
of agricultural products and a grow- 
ing —— of manufactured articles 
for which it was seeking markets,

Crew of the Nile is Reported Saved 
Off Africa. 


Messages were received yesterday 
by the Roosevelt Steamship Company 
and the New York office of the Ship- 
ping Board indicating that the 
freighter Nile, which was wrecked 
Sunday night on the north coast of 
Africa, was ruined and that the en- 
tire crew was saved. The ship is 
owned by the Shipping Board and 
operated by the Roosevelt company 
as agents. 

She left New York with a general 
cargo on Oct. 1, bound for India via 
the Suez Canal, with stops at Kara- 
chi, Bombay, Colombo, Madras and 
Calcutta.

The Shipping Board is a 
self-insurer, providing for its ships 
with a fund of its own management. 
The entire loss thus will fall on the 
Shipping Board. 

Captain W. E. Griffith, district di- 
rector for the Shipping Board, said 
that the extent of the loss must re- 
main uncertain. pending a report of 
the board’s representative in Europe, 
who is on his way to Africa.
